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Introductions for 1952 


Originated by Prof. E. F. Palmer 
GATINEAU (C1. 422) (Seedling 43094) (Picardy X Orange Gold) 


Gold Medal Award Gladiolus Growers test gardens scoring 88 in 1949 and 87 in 1950 
Gatineau is a lively orange salmon color with a light yellow throat. It forms 
strong, straight spikes on 5 ft. plants. Opens 7-8 usually well-placed and firmly 
attached florets 43/’-5” in size with as many as 8 buds in color. It is an early and 
vigorous grower blooming in 80 days. Good propagator and makes healthy bulbs 
that keep extremely well and growth from bulblets is uniform and vigorous. 

You will like Gatineau for its ability to produce big husky spikes even under 
adverse conditions and as an early cut flower, it is in a class by itself. Please note 
that this variety as well as Pennent were awarded medals in the Trial Grounds 
of which there are five in all from Fredericton, New Brunswick on the east to 
British Columbia on the west. 


PENNANT (C1. 440) (Seedling 41054) (Greta Garbo X Eliz. the Queen) 


Gold Medal Award Gladiolus Growers test garden scoring 90.8 in 1949 and 92 in 1950 
Pennant is a light soft pink absolutely unmarked and unflecked, a cool com- 
pelling color especially attractive under artificial light and perfectly combining 
with almost any other color, thus enhancing its value. 

The plants are strong and stiff and always straight. Florets are 5’ across, wide 
open and slightly waved and 10 or more open at once, out of a total of 20 buds 
with almost the rest in color. It is one of those rare varieties where just about 
100% of the spikes are suitable for cut flower purposes or for exhibition use as the 
spikes are like ‘peas in a pod” in uniformity. 

Pennant strongly resembles Evangeline, its full sister seedling, but is very regular 
in placement. Propagation is good and bulblet germination excellent, 90-95 days 
to bloom. 


SPRITE (C!. 322) (Seedling 43294) (Derived from Vassar, Diane and Orange Gold) 


Scored 83 in the Gladiolus Growers Test Garden in 1950 

Sprite is a bright yellow orange, deeply ruffled and of heavy texture. It is the first 
in an intermediate type of gladiolus on which Prof. E. Frank Palmer has been 
working for some years which stresses beauty in color and form and in a size 
which suits most decorations. 

The distinctive florets are about 4’’ in diameter, wide open, regularly placed on 
straight spikes of medium height. 7-8 florets open out of a total of 17 buds, 
extremely well attached. Sprite has already attracted Toronto florists to it as a 
unique and useful decorative variety in medium size. 

Makes fine bulbs that clean easily and lots of bulblets that grow well. 85-90 days 
to bloom.

ALBESCA (Cl 300) (Seedling 43003) (Rosewings x Picardy) X (Eliz. the Queen) 


Silver Medal Award G.G. C. Trial Grounds 

Pure sparkling white without markings, beautifully ruffled, and with a hint of palest 
green in the throat. Makes nice spikes up to 56’ tall with 22’ flower heads of 
18-20 buds. 

Seven well-placed and firmly attached 4’’ or better florets open at a time with 6 
more showing color. All buds open well in water to the very top and it also opens 
well when cut in tight bud. Excellent propagator, bulblets grow thriftily and the 
bulbs are disease resistant and keep well. 

Albesca is not a huge elephant type but has charm and distinction that cannot be 
measured by size. It should be a prizewinner in its section and will be sought after 
by discerning florists whose customers demand quality. It is a splendid basket 
glad where its gracefulness, another quality difficult to measure, fills the eye of 
the beholder. Its immaculately chaste color, delicate ruffling and finely fashioned 
formation, makes Albesca a thing of beauty and a joy forever. 

Albesca is a fitting companion for Mr. Armstrong’s earlier introduction Andrena, 
both being selected primarily for beauty as expressed in color and form. Grand 
Champion basket Niagara Peninsula Gladiolus Show 1951.

HEIRLOOM (CL 566) (75-80 days) 


How can words describe the beauty and magnificence of this glad? Heirloom is a 
breathtaking Rose Orchid or Orchid Lavender color, crystal clear, with absolutely no 
flecking. If Heirloom had nothing else, its color alone would make it an outstanding 
introduction. But Heirloom comes close to being the perfect glad. It produces mag- 
nificent spikes from all size bulbs; even small bulbs and bulblets produce spikes of 
14-19 buds, while medium and large bulbs produce 5 foot tall spikes of 23 to 25 buds. 
Heirloom has tremendous vigor, perfect placement and attachment and is beautifully 
but not heavily ruffled. It has wonderful texture and will open 10 with practically 
all the rest of the florets in color. It can be cut in tight bud and will open right to 
the tip indoors without fading. 


Bulblet production and germination growth are excellent. 75 days to bloom. Color 
and size classification 566.

MARY ANNE (Cl. 201) (65-70 days) 


This delightful little glad has not won many blue ribbons, but it has won the hearts 
of all who have seen it. 

It is a 200 size glad with florets about 332’’ wide. It is beautifully ruffled and 
compactly placed on a stiff stem. In color, it is creamy white with rose-pink bordered 
petals—a color combination which florists will love, particularly for corsage making 
as one spike makes a perfectly balanced corsage with very little work. 
Hybridizers who are interested in producing miniatures will find this little glad a 
wonderful parent. 

“Mary Anne’’ grows about 23’ to 3’ tall and carries about 13 to 15 buds under 
average culture. It will open 5-6 with rest in color, and will open up perfectly after 
cutting. Bulblet production and germination are good. Stock is very limited.

DISPLAY (C!. 520) (Red Lory X Beacon) (80-85 days) 


The originator of Trail’s End and Esquire is maintaining his high standard of introduc- 
tions in this 1952 offering. There are so many nice things to be said about it, it’s 
hard to know where to start. 
Color probably is most important and it’s a soft, smooth, pure orange apricot, deepen- 
ing at petal edges, with no foreign color to mar its beauty and no flecks. Perfect 
floret placement with 9 open, 5%”’ in diameter and in so very tight to the stem. 
Plants are green and thrifty, spikes straight, 60’’ in height and 28-30" flower heads. 
These are real spikes to cut for exhibition or florists’ use. Look at the 3 spike picture 
shown and you'll see that they are almost identical. 
Produces lots of bulblets that germinate almost 100%. Makes high crowned shiny 
bulbs that keep exceptionally well. Don’t see how you can miss on this one.

ROYAL SCOT (C!. 470) (Seedling 44275) (King Lear X Eliz. the Queen) 


Silver Medal award in Gladiolus Growers Trial Grounds 1950 

Royal Scot is a beautiful rose purple that has to be seen to be appreciated. Its color 
has lots of life to it and unlike most other purples improves as it opens and is more, 
not less, attractive under artificial light. 

In addition to being a much wanted color, it is a most dependable grower as all the 
spikes are even in the row and cut out quickly. In overall height it is 53’’-55’’ with 
25’ flower heads. Total buds 19-20 with 7-8 florets open in a double row with a 
similar number in color and tapered gracefully, not ending abruptly. 

Attachment is extra good, placement perfect and. the wide open florets are slightly 
ruffled and 5’’ in diameter. Aptly named Royal Scot, should establish itself as the 
king of the purples for both exhibition and cut flower purposes. 

Best of all it is a fine propagator and makes big, high crowned, easily cleaned and 
good keeping bulbs. Bulblets are produced profusely and grow almost 100%. If 
this glad has any discernible faults they haven‘t shown up yet. Early midseason.

GREMLIN (Cl. 250) (Seedling 44971) (Crinklette X T. A. Wilson) 


Gremlin is a ruffled miniature in a very unusual and interesting color. The outside 
of the petals are light rosy red with a stippled throat banded yellow. 

Florets are of heavy substance, quite but not deeply ruffled and a little less than 
3’ in diameter. Plants 36’’-38” in total height, flower heads 16’’-17’’ and 16 total 
buds of which 5-6 open at once with 4-5 in color. 

Besides being another in our series of ruffled miniatures, Gremlin has semi-upright 
florets making it a fascinating glad for all kinds of arrangements. Just out of this 
world for table centres and small containers. Early midseason. 
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PIRQUETTE (C!. 232) (Seedling 44771) (Crinklette X Fluffy Ruffles) 


Silver medal award Gladiolus Growers Trial Grounds 1950 

Pirouette is a grand ruffled miniature in a new and exciting color, being a deep 
salmon with a stippled throat. 

It has long flower heads 16-18 buds and 5-6, 3%’ florets open at once, well placed 
and firmly attached. Non-hooded florets that look right at you, add to the attractive- 
ness of this variety. Early midseason. 


REDSKIN (C!. 436) (Seedling 40273) (Red Charm X J. S. Bach) 


Bright scarlet a self-color, perhaps a bit deeper in the throat. 

This big husky glad is both extremely vigorous and very, very early. It has tor 
years been one of our first varieties to bloom. Add to this extreme floresence, 8-9 
open, 6-7 in full color and you have a variety that is most valuable to the florists 
and amateur alike. 

In height it averages 50’’-55", 27” flower heads, 19-20 buds and 5” florets. Place- 
ment double and nicely tapered, well balanced spikes. Its one fault is in attachment 
which is not of the best but still quite good. When cut in tight bud it is a good 
shipper and it opens easily and well in water.

By creating a special section for the smaller flowered varieties you will be able to 
pick out the ones you want with less difficulty. 

May we emphasize that we are in no way the biggest growers of miniatures. In fact 
our collection is a very restricted one, centering largely around our own originations. 

It is with pardonable pride that we point to this new race of ruffled miniatures. The 
present popularity of the small ones can in no small way be attributed to ruffled types. 


We have tried to select from the non-ruffled ones, those which have beauty because 
it is something that just can’t be measured by size or lack of it. A lot of small flowered 
ones currently popular are “rediscovered” old varieties that were current during the late 
twenties and early thirties. 

You will likely be interested in knowing how the ruffled miniatures were created. 
These sfem from the miniature variety Crinklette, which has two outstanding qualities, 
heavy textured florets, that won’t wilt even on hot days, and intense ruffling. Crinklette 
has been crossed with numerous small flowered plain petalled varieties, but the resultant 
number of satisfactory type seedlings has been extremely small. 

It has meant a lot of work, sorting over the many thousands of seedlings in search 
of a few that displayed the characteristics for which we were looking. 


Slowly we progressed to the point where we had selections of ruffled seedlings which 
we could cross. Seed from these crosses have produced in the last few years seedlings that 
have retained the ruffling, small, yes even smaller floret size and a wider range of colors. 
New exciting varieties are on their way.

It has been our aim to produce a race of glads that would be miniature in size and 
similar in form to the large flowered ones, not hooded or widely spaced on the stem. One 


group of seedlings has given us remarkable results. 


One selection, a pure yellow, has 23 


buds and opens 10-3” ruffled florets in perfect double placement. 
It shall be our desire to continue to produce for you more and better kuffled

Description of Varieties 


As most of the standard varieties are quite well known, it seems redundant to give 
full descriptions of them. These tried and true varieties are the backbone of everyone’s 
gladiolus garden and can be relied on to produce good blooms year in and year out. 

The newer novelties which are vieing with them for a place in the sun, however, need 
accurate descriptions to enable you to select the ones you want to grow. For this reason, 
only varieties priced at 10 for $2.00 up are being described in detail. 

Following the novelties, you will find the standard varieties briefly described as to 
classification which will give you both size and color class; season which is so important 
to Western and Northern Canadian growers; and color description. 

If you are just starting to build up your glad garden, you would be well advised to 
get a solid collection of the standard low-priced varieties first and a few novelties that 


appeal to you. 


For those with established collections, it may be possible for you to sell 


locally your older bulbs and replace with fresh vigorous stock.

At the 1948 annual meeting of the North American Gladiolus Council in Chicago the 
British Royal Horticultural Society Color Chart was adopted as the standard of comparison 
for placing gladiolus varieties in their proper color classes. This chart is composed of 200 
plates, each with four squares of color depicting hues, tints and shades of color most usually 
met with in garden flowers. In case of doubt as to the proper classification color number 
this chart will be used to determine the proper color class.
